136. (New) A computer-readable medium according to claim 134, wherein the first image is 
an advertisement of a good or service. 

137. (New) A method, comprising : 

a wireless telephony device displaying advertising images on a display of the wireless telephony 
device, including displaying a first advertising image in a portion of the display; 

in response to information indicative of a selection of the first advertising image, displaying a 

second advertising image in a larger portion of the display; and 

in response to an event that causes the wireless telephony device to discontinue displaying of 

advertising images, saving information usable to re-display a current state of the display. 

138. (New) A method according to claim 99, wherein the second image is representative of 
the first object, and wherein the additional images comprise: 

a third image that is representative of a second object that is different than the first object; and 
a fourth image that is representative of the second object. 
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
